The Portege Lubera) is authoriiy for 
the statement that Mary MacLane, the 
Yeung authoress of Montana residence 
whose book “The Story ef Mary Mae- 
Lane,” was the literary’ sensacion of 
the (Uniied States a year ago, tis a 
daughter of one of the foundation 
builders of the Canadian West, JL yw. 
MacLane, very much “beiter known 
while he was alive as “Flat beat” Mac- 
Lane. Mr. MacLane was one of the 
most prominent af ihe pioneers of 
presen? conditions in Manivoba. He 
acquired his nics name from his prom- 
Anence in the days before the railway 
in the business of bringing supplies 
down the Red River to: Winnipeg from 
the Northern Pacivic rat!way at! Moore- 
head. Hs was a man of ‘the wreatesi 
energy and, enterprise. From fiat 
Loating. he went inio steam ‘boating on 
the Red River. Afterwards when the 
arrival of the railway in ®t. «(Boniface 
put flat boas and steamboats ‘out pf 
business he owned 2nd Operated a 
steam ferry across the Red River be- 
tween Winnip2g and Sit. Boniface. He 
built the fins: flour mil! fn Winnipeg, 
which became the Hudson's Bay Com- 


puns mi 1. 
moi! service between Wianipeg and Ed- 
monio.,—meceeding the iim contrac- 


tor J. mes McKay,—unti! ihe railway 
wos: conpleted to Calgary. Of the 
band o puchers who were ‘ocated in 
Winnip-g im tho early Ts iW. BMac- 
Lane was prombly the best and cost 
favorably kpown, and the most push- 
fu', but rot the most successful. 

It is reit generally known that Mr. 
‘MacLane served an apprenticeship at 
Edmonton in still earlier dvys, having 
eome h«re as a miner from-that unde- 
fined vusiness known as “Across the

Mr. MacLane was origina!ly from the 
neighborhood of Whitby or Port Hope, 
Ontario, and went from there ty the 
mines of the Pacific slope. He drifted 
back east across the mouniains!by way 
of Edmonton until, aitracted by the 
new, development and evident possibil- 
ities of the Red River (Valley, he made 
Winnipeg the centre of his operations 
as well as aspirations, until the com- 
paratively early close of a’ most active 
life. 

For Canada’s sake it is to be hoped 
that the young authoress does her 
father credit; but from criticisms of 
her book which have appearei it rs a 
question if the prominence which she 
has achieved is creditable to ther ‘heart; 
whatever it may be to her head. 

‘To 2 man of the festless energy the 
unbounded ambiiion and the substan- 
tial achievements of J. W. MacLane, 
living duriag the history making per- 
iod in which he did it would seem 
strange thai so soon he should only be 
known, in the very country which he 
helped so largely to build, as the father 
of an authoress of books of at least 
quesiionable desirabliity. Such is 
fame. It brings out with starilng 
prominence Biil Nye’s celebrated mot- 
to; “Live while you live; jor you'll be 
a long time dead.” }

A. P. Ste¥enson read a most inter- 
esting paper on “Apple Groving in the 
Red River Valley,’ dealing with the 
est methods of laying out the erch- 
ards, suitable shelter belts and the dis- 
tance they should be placed from )-he 
fruit trees, besi methods of protecting 
the Dark from sun scalds, methods and 
extent of cultivation, and also a, list 
or: the wrieties which, afier thirty 
years’ experience, he had found best 
Suiied to his secuon of the country, 
with their peculiar characteristics. 

J. Caldwell—Ifi you were growing an 
orchard, would you plant shelter ¢racs 
on the south side? 

Answer.—Yes. The spruce is an ideal 
tree to plant on the south side ef an 
ferchard, but have them 15 feet j:way 
fmom the apple trees. Other trees 
wpuld have to be grown until the 
apruce would afford protectioy, If 
Raussian poplars or willows vere used 
they should be 30 feet away, 

Mr. McPherson emphasized the ne- 
eessity for everybody helping in the 
work of securing gool apples.
